AN NHON, South Vietnam. — Pre- 
sident Nguyen Van Thieu said yes- 
terday he hed nothing to fear from 
President Nixon's planned visit to 
Peking. President Thieu, speaking 
to reporters, said China's attitude 
towards peace would have to be 
watched very closely. 

The President, who had just visi- 
ted a Catholic school here, was 
asked by 8. reporter if he thought 
the interests of Vietnam would be 
protected in the light of President 
Nixon's talks with Chinese leaders. 
“I have nothing to be afraid of,” 
the president replied. 

But in Saigon, Vice-President 
Nguyen Cao Ky heightened spe- 
culation yesterday that Henoi may 
be deliberately scaling down the war 
in Vietnam at the urging of main- 
land China while a peaceful solu- 
tion is sought. 

Military spokesmen reported, 
Meanwhile, that battlefield action 
had fallen to its lowest level since 
the big U.S. troop buildup in Viet- 
ram in 1965. The luil began its 
fourth week yesterday. 

Ky said, “I think it’s even pos- 
sible that they (China) have al-

How Kissinger 
went to Peking 


RAWALPINDI (AP). — While Dr. 
Henry Kissinger was making his 
Tecent top-secret trip to Peking, a 
stand-in looking iike bim took part 
in a motorcade in Nathiagali, Pa- 
kistan, to reinforce the deception 
that Dr, Elssinger was there, in- 
formants said here yesterday. 

Dr. Kissinger, Mr. Nixon's special 
assistant for national security af- 
fairs, flew to Peking in the early 
hours of July 9 to set up the Pres- 
ident’s forthcoming China visit. But 
Pakistani authorities announced 
here he was unwell and was visiting 
Nathiagali for a rest. 

Informants said Dr. Kissinger 
flew in a Pakistan International 
Airlines Boeing, returning in the 
same plane to Peshawar airport, 
about 180 lems. north-west of here.

These developments may make it 
dificult for new Forelgn Minister 
Takeo Fukuda, who is regarded as 
Mr. Sato’s lkeliest successor as Pre- 
sident of the LDP.

Peking faction of the party. 

Japanese economic leaders have 
reacted calmly to the news. They 
said that the new situation will not 
immediately mean the establishment 
of trade relations between Washing- 
ton and Peking, and is not likely 
to affect Japanese trade with Pe- 
king In the immediate future. 

In South Korea, the thaw in U.S.- 
China relations could hasten the re- 
laxation of military tension in Ko- 
rea, ex-Forelgn Minister Lee Dong 
Won said yesterday. 

Mr. Lee, who is expected to he- 
come the Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee of the new Na- 
tional Assembly which convenes late 
this month, hinted at a broadening 
of South Korean attitudes toward 
Communist affairs. Since South 
Korea could not dictate to the big 
powers in thelr policies towards 
Taiwan, he said Seoul should try 
to readjust its relations with Tatpei.

Report U.S.S.R. |

BEIRUT (UPI). The Soviet 
Union bas sent Sam-2 missilea to 
Syria for protection of its air bases 
and is considering a request for 
Mig-23 planes, the Beirut mews- 
letter, “An Nahar Arab Report” 
said yesterday, 

‘The newsletter said soon after 
LtGen, Hafez Assad became Pres- 
ident of Syria, he agreed to a Cairo 
request that 25 tian planes 
be stationed at a Syrian military 
air base. The agreement was con- 
ditional on the provision of a Soviet 
air defence system. 

Talks in Moscow between an 
Beyotian military delegation and 
Soviet leaders ied to the dispatch 
of Sam-2 missiles, and experts for 
instaHation around the large 
Doumer Air Base, 88 kms. north- 
east of Damascus, and other alr 
bases, the newsletter said. It did 
not say how many missiles were 
dispatched. 

Later, the Egyptians asked 
permission to base 25 Mig-17s in 
Syria, but the Syrians, stressing the 
danger of attack by Israeli Phantom 
or ‘Mirage planes, asked for a com- 
parable plane, the Mig-21. 

According to the newsletter, the 
gyptians sald they could send 
only 10 Mig-@ls with the remainder 
being Mig-17s. Meanwhile, they 
would ask the Soviet for more 
Mig-ts to be sent directly to 
Syria. ᾿

The Knesset will this week take 
up a Government draft bill concer- 
ning the coming elections for the 
Chief Rabbinate Council, which the 
Cabinet approved yesterday, in the 
form of an “outline law” whose 
substance is to be added later. 
Another, related draft bill will ex- 
tend the terms of office of the 
Council (and hence of the two Chief 
Rabbis who are on it) until Ja- 
nuary 31, 1972, or until the Council 


- elections are held — whichever falls 


sooner. 

‘Under the “outline law,” a device 
which enabled the Committee of Ca- 
binet Ministers on to 
reach quick agreement between 
them last week, while postponing dif- 
ferences till later, there will be two 
chief rabbis, one Ashkenazi and one 
Sephardi. An objection by Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan, who sought 


| to have only one chief rabbi, was 
voted down at yesterday's Cabinci thon 


session. The Chief Rabbinate Coun- 
cil will include, apart from the two 
chief rabbis, 10 more elected rab- 
bis (half Sephardi and half Ashke- 
nazi), plus the two chief rabbis 
from each of the three main cities: 
Jerdsalem, Tel Aviv and Haifa. 


SIX ‘KENOWN' MEMBERS 

The i8-man ‘Chief Rabbinate 
Council will be therefore made up 
of six “known” members from the 
cities, plus another 12 who are 
chosen in secret, direct, personal 
elections by an electoral college. 
®ut the procedures for forming 
this college and the manner in 
which it will operate are left under 
the “outline law," to regulations 
which the Religious Affairs Min- 
ister will work out with the agree- 
ment of the Cabinet and the ap- 
proval of the Knesset Interior Com- 
mittee. 

The “outHne law” sets no age- 
Mmit for chief rabbis — something 
which another Minister, Mr. Moshe 
Kol, unsuc tried to insert 
into it during Cabinet discussions. 
Moreover, it provides for the chief 
rabbis to continue their functions 85 
presidents of the Supreme Rab- 
binical Court no matter how old 
they are. Because of the 7-year 
age limit set in the Dayauim Law, 
Chief Rabbi Isser Unterman at 
present does not function as Court 
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president, while Chief Rabbi Yitz- 
hak Nissim functions by spectal 
regulation only, because he is also 
over Τῷ. 


Also interviewed, NRP. leader 
Yosef Goellman objected to any age 
limit on chief rabbis, and said the 
issue was not suitable for public 
debate. 

‘The present termsys of office of the 
Chief Rabbinate Council (and the 
two chief rabbis) expire August 2. 
This is the third extension. The 
draft bill providing for a fourth 
extension (and perheps not the last) 
is expected to pass all three Knes- 
set readings'in the coming fortnight 
before the deadline — which is also 
the last parliamentary “lap” before 
the Knesset risez for tts long sum- 
mer recess, 

The “outline law” should have its 
first reading in the coming fort- 
night, and be moved to the Interior 
Committee, which has been asked 
to discuss it during the recess, so 
as to prepare it for the second 
reading. 

Tt is difficult to see how the six 
months till next January $1 wil 
suffice for the Interior Committee 
to complete its work and get the 
araft back to a specially convened 
plenum session to pass into law, 
and how the electoral college can 
then be constituted in time to elect 
the new Chief Rabbinate Counct,
